Paragraph (c) of subsection (2), paragraphs (b) 189 

and (c) of subsection (4), and subsection (12) of section 190 

163.3180, Florida Statutes are amended, and paragraph (i) of 191 

subsection (16) of section 163.3180, Florida Statutes is created 192 

to read: 193 

 163.3180  Concurrency.-- 194 

 (2) 195 

 (c)  Consistent with the public welfare, and except as 196 

otherwise provided in this section, transportation facilities 197 

needed to serve new development shall be in place or under 198 

actual construction within 3 years after the local government 199 

approves a building permit or its functional equivalent that 200 

results in traffic generation. In evaluating whether such 201 

transportation facilities will be in place or under actual 202 

construction, the following shall be considered a committed 203 

facility: 204 

 1.  A project that is included in the first 3 years of a 205 

local government's adopted capital improvements plan; 206 

 2.  A project that is included in the first 3 years of the 207 

Department of Transportation's adopted work program; or 208 

 3.  A high-performance transit system that serves multiple 209 

municipalities, connects to an existing rail system, and is 210 

included in a county's or the Department of Transportation's 211 

long-range transportation plan.
